C.Thaun has promis’d in the Name of the Emperour, 
to prevent the coming either of foreign Troops or 
of the Pope’s into the faid Territory ; and if it hap- 
pen otherwife, the Hoftages fhall be difcharg'd : 
The People of Bologna are not totake Arms againft 
bis Imperial Majefty: and if the Accommodation 
with the Pope be long in Hand, it thall be allow'd 


to change the Hoftages: No Garrifon isto be put 


into the City, neither on the Part of the Emperour 
nor any other, no Taxes to be laid, nor any Inano- 
vation to be made in the prefent Government. A 
Party of Imperialifts, having with them 12 Can- 
non, arriy’d at Imola the 18th of laft Month: 400 
Men of them were put into that Place, with Ge- 
neral Roccavione for Governour, who fignified to 
the Magiftrares thar they muft acknowledge Obe- 
dience to the Emperour. General Count Thaun ar- 
riv’d at Faenza the 2oth, there to expe Orders 
from the Marquis de Prie, and know whether he 
fall advance further. General Conigfeck bas fent 
a Detachment to take Poffeffion of Ravenaa. The 
City of Ferrara is ftreighten’d more and more ; and 
Men have begun to break up Ground before Fort 
Urbano, in order to attack it, The Pruffian and 
Saxe-Gothan Troops, a in corjunctlon with the 
Imperialifts in the Ferrareze. Cardinal Gual- 
tieri, Legate of Romagna, is retir’d to Ancona, 
there to expect Orders from the Pope on the prefent 
Jun@ure of Affairs. Letters from Leghorne tell us, 
rhat by a Bark from Palermo they bad an Account 
that the Viceroy of Sicily had caus’d a Gentleman 
to be beheaded, who was fufpected of holding a 
Correfpondence with a Minifter at Naples. 


Hague, Dec. 14. ‘ The Jefuites who have

“and his Majefty having by a Letter notified bis 
* Marriage totheir High Mightinefes, their Mini- 
* fter at Berlin is to prefent two congratulatory Let- 
‘ ters on that Subject, one to the King, the other to 
“the Queen, in which the faid Title of Meck- 
‘ lenbourg will for the firft Time be inferted. The 
‘ Minifter of the Duke of Savoy follicits an Ang-
